IS BEING SENT TO CANADA

London, November 18.—‘"By the end 
of this year we will have sent 10,000 


British emigrants to Canada. Next 
year we hope to send as many more,” 
said Colonel Lamb, chief of the Salva- 
tion Army emigration bureau, who has 
just returned from a tour of Canada, 
lasting seven weeks. 

“IT have come back from the domin- 
ion this time,” he said, more firmly 
convinced than ever that it offers a 
better livelihood to thousands of our 
people than they ever could hope for 
at home. Every year, in every’ one of 
Britain's 15,000 villages, there is at 
least oné family for which there is no 
room. Our policy is to advise this sur- 
plus family to emigrate before it be- 
comes submerged, and to help it to do 
so. That policy is vindicated by the 
fact that hardly one per cent of our 
emigrants have failed to ‘make good. 
Many of them have done exceptionally 
well, and are on the high road to pros- 
perity. Practically all of them are con- 
tented and happy. 

“We don’t advise the ‘down and outs 
to go. They won't be any more use in 
the colontes than at home, but we 
know that the unskilled man often 
does well on the land if he has the 
right stuff in him, and as we believe 
Canada’s prosperity will continue to 
be built on her agriculture we encour- 
age our men to go on the land from 


the start. We don't paint a glowing 
picture of ease and plenty at once, fo: 
we know that the development of vir- 
gin land is hard and heart-breaking 
work, and we try to brace our men up 
for the inevitable hardships and dis- 
appointments they will have to face. 

“Whenever we Can we send out mar- 
ried men with families, for the famils 
keeps the man steady and makes him 
just the kind of settler Canada wants. 

“IT was impressed by the prosperity 
of Canada and the soundness of busi- 
ness conditions in general, ,but in some 
places I am sure there has been over- 
speculation in land, and some one is 
bound to suffer. I don’t think it has 
been general enough or big enough te 
be really serious, however. I got over 
the border a, couple of times into the 
United Statés, and in my judgment 
conditions there are extremely unset- 
tled. 

“We have heard .a good deal in this 
country about the hostile attitude of 
Canadians toward English immigrants. 
but I can assure you they are highly 
exaggerated. There is some basis for 
them, however, and it all Hes in the 
fact that the Englishman is a. ‘kicker.’ 
It is not a bad fault. Sometimes he 
kicks unjustifiably, but often he agi- 
tates for necessary reforms and bet- 
ter conditions, and I sincerely hope he 
will keep on doing so. Conditions of 
labor and housing in Canada are, on 
the whole, excellent, but there is room 
for improvement, and that is what the 
Englishman is kicking for.”

Londen, November 18.—-Since Caliph 
Omar destroyed the famous library of 
Alexandria and its 700,000 volumes in 
641 A. D. few, if any, literary men have 
tried to justify him. Now Lord Rose- 
bery, one of England’s most famous 
literary men and her licensed critic of 
iterature, politics and everything else, 
comes along and says that Omar was 
right. He didn’t put it’exactly that 
way, of course, but this is the interpre- 
tation put on his words by indignant 
English authors. The occasion was the 
speech he made at the opening of a 
new municipal library in Glasgow. No 
doubt the Glasgow city fathers expect- 
ed him to make a Carnegie-esqué 
speech on the value of learning, but 
they didn’t get what they bargained 
for. Ne began by declaring that he 
estimated that 220,000 platitudes had 
been uttered in connectioh with the 
opening of the Carnegie libraries alone 
and then he referred to the fact that 
the library he was epening contained 
180,000 volumes and declared that he 
was filled with a hideous depression at 
entering this cemetery of books, be- 
cause after all most of them were dead.

How LaFollette Fought Dudley 
in the November American Maxza- 
vine. United States Senator La Foilette 
writes the second installment of his 
autobiography. It is a lively picture 
of the great insurgent’s fight against 
private interests in congress in the 
80's. He writes: 
“Tt was in my second term that I 
crossed the trail of the national or- 
ganizations of both parties meddling 
in legislation for corporate interests. 
In the session before the presidential 
campaign of 1888 an effort was made 
to pass the Nicaraguan Canal Dill. 
Congressman Haugen and I had been 
active in opposing this bill. One day 
we received an invitation to visit 
Senator ‘Sawyer in his committee room 
at the senate end of the capitol and 
did so, When we arrived we found 
senator Sawyer and the famous Col. 
William W. Dudley alone together. 
Dudley was chairman of the executive 
committee of the national repuDlican 
committee. He was a most genial man 
personally, a brave soldier of the civil 
war, who left a leg at Gettysburs. 
But he was an old-school politician-— 
and practical. It was in the following 
campaign that the colonel acquired the 
title of ‘Blocks-of-F ive Dudley,’ 
through the publication of a letter to 
an Inalana follower giving minute in- 
structions as to how voters should be 
rounded up, watched by faithful lieu- 
tenants and voted in ‘blocks of five.’ 
‘When we entered the room, Saw- 
yer said: 
“‘T have called vou boys over here 
to talk with you about the Nicaraguan 
Canal bill. Ie hear you are agin it. 
Now that bill is all right, and ought 
to pass. Dudley here knows all about 
it. Dudley, you tell the boys about 
t 


“Colonel Dudley argued that it was 
very essential that the measure then 
on the house calendar should pass be- 
fore the adjournment of the session. 
Not meeting with any favorable re- 
sponse from Haugen and myself, he 
finally appealed to us in the interests 
of the republican party, and stated 
that if the bill were permitted to pass 
before the adjournment of congress, 
the parties interested in the ‘canal 
would contribute one hundred thon- 
sand dollars to the republican cam- 
paign fund. Having understood that 
Phil Thompson, a, member.of the dem- 
ocratic national committee and an 
ex-representative who had the privi- 
lege of the floor, was active in behalf 
of the same measure, , 
what the democrats expected if 
bill. passed, and he frankly admitted 
that there would be a similar amount 
-ontributed to the democratic natioral 
committee. 1 jokingly suggested that 
if the .democrats were to receive a 
like contribution, one would offset the 
other. Dudley replied in the same 
vein, that republicans had a lot more 
sense than democrats in spending their 
campaign funds, and then proceeced 
seriousiy to explain that @ plan was 
afoot by which the republicans hoped

Absolutism and Wants a 
Third Term. 


Washington, November 18.—Declar- 
ing that Theodore Roosevelt makes Al- 
exander Hamilton look like a novice as 
an advocate of absolution, Representa- 
tive Henry, of Texas, chairman of the 
committee on rules, issued a 
statement today in answer to 
president's views on the

Mr. Henry asserts that Mr. Roose- 
velt, through his ‘‘message,” is feeling 
the pulse of the American people for 
a third term; that he is trying’ to 
“dis¢redit Mr. Taft and Mr. Wicker- 
sham,’ and predicts that. he will “find 
the road to the presidency rocky while 
he is running for a third term, with 
the steel trust snugly and coéngenially 
sitting astride his shoulders.” 

Absolutism Run Mad. 

Mr. Henry, who recently made public 
proposed amendments to the Sherman 
law, providing that trust criminals 
be forced to wear “felon’s stripes,” as- 
saile Mr. Roosevelt chiefly for what he 
terms his advocacy of “legislative 
courts’ and “legislative executives.” 

“This is absolutism run mad,” Mr. 
Henry declared. “Never in the history 
of America did any man, liv ng or 
dead, advocate such a rank, miserable 
and rotten doctrine: 

“Our constitution vests ‘all legisla- 
tive powers herein granted in a con- 
«ress of the United States. Away 
with Mr. Roosevelt’s doctrine; away 
with ‘legislative courts’ and ‘legis!a- 
tive executives.” There is no place for 
them in our republic except by usurp- 
ers, pure and simple.”~ 

Robs States of Power. 

The proposed federal trust commis- 
sion, which Mr. Henry says, is Mr. 
Roosevelt's .:sue, he attacks, asserting 
that it robs the states of their powers 
to deal with corporations. “This pro- 
posal is vicious beyond description,” he 
says. “Corporations would immediate- 
ly raise a nundred thousand issuable 
questions and points and rush to the 
bosom of the commission for settle 
ment. They would pile up thelr con- 
troversies there and the commission 
would not be able to settle them in a 
hundred vears.” 

Mr. Roosevelt's attack on the tobacco 
trust, Mr. Henry: described as a “ter- 
rific indictment of the president, fle- 
partment of justice and the circuit 
court in New 10r«.” 

“It looks like Roosevelt is right 
here,” he continued, “and I gay ‘lay on,

“His editorial might be construed 
as an indication of his intention to re- 
enter politics in a personal sense,” he 
added. 

‘it is not necessary to place such a 
construction upon it and I am not in- 
cline'l to so construe it. There are 
other: reasons which may justify the 
editorial. | 

“In the first place he has,never in- 
dicated any desire to retire from pub- 
lic questions. His connection with the 
paper is proof enough that he wishes 
to take an active part in the discussion 
of public questions; also jt is ngt un- 
natural for him to defend himself if 
he thought he had been deceived by the 
steel trust. But Mr. Roosevelt, in his 
criticism, fails to distinguish between 
an ordinary corporation and the trusts. 

“His plan of regulating large busi- 
ness enterprises has been tried. He 
Was president for seven years and he 
did not succeed in ‘busting’ trusts. The 
commission he suggests is a bad ex- 
periment not only because it is doomed 
to failure, but because it rests on a 
false theory—a theory not.only false 
but dangerous. The theory that com- 
petition is impossible in large business 
enterprises is the socialistic theory and 
cannot be admitted without bringing 
us face to face with the issue present- 
ed -by socialism. 

“The socialist says competition is 
undesirable and that monopoly is an 
economic necessity and then he de- 
ands that the fruits of the monopoly 
should be enjoyed by the public. Trust 
magnates demand that the ‘fruft of 
monopoly shall be enjoyed by private 
individuals.” 

Continuing Mr. Bryan took up. the 
cuestion of trust regulation, saying: 

“he democratic position as I under- 
Stand it, is that competition is not only 
desirable, but possible. The democrat- 
ic plat: is to Iimit the percentage of 
control so ag to ensue competition: I 
need hardly add that I favor the demo- 
cratic platform. I believe that the lim- 
it should be set so that corporations 
may control 50 per cent. This per- 
centage -has been set by some, but the 
principle is much more a percentage 
of control. : 

“I hope our party in congress will not 
approve naticnal incorporation or any 
other plan that cémtemplates ameliora- 
tion of the private monopoly. Private 
monopolies can not be controlled; they 
must be prevented. If we allow them 
to exist and simply attempt to control 
them they will be in national politics 
more actively than now.”

It was a 
day of joyous delirium that was un- 
marred. Georgia’s thousands. of sup- 
porters. ‘were. in ecstasies on account 
of the brilliant victory. Tech's. hosts 
of. loyal supporters took consolation. 
for their defeat in reasoning that 
“there was glory enough for all.” 

Early “Saturday morning, tle city 
was alive with football enthusiasm. 
Throughout the downtown district the 
red and black of the victorious Geor- 
gia mingled: with the gold and white 
of the then hopeful -Tech. 

Nothing bunt football was talked: 
Thousands of dollars were wagered 
down town with the Tech supporters 
eager for Ceds and the Georgia con- 
tingent loath to give them, until 
shortly before the game, when money 
was plentiful at eight to five, with 
the Red and Black decided favorites. 

The crowd assembled at the battle- 
ground early. Every Ponce de Leon 
street car was crowded to the guards 
with: a merry, howling, optimistic 
‘throng, while from the Whitehall 
| street viaduct to Ponce de Leon was 
fa continuous string .ef automobiles, 
tally hos, gaily decorated carriages, 
traps, in fact every conceivable kind 
of locomotion. 

More than fifteen. thousand people 
crowded through the gates. The Geor- 
gia rooting contingent headed by their 
excellent band, was firgt on the scene.

Brolaski read a list of police offi- 
cers, who he said, had grown rich in 
a few years. He mentioned the names 
of five policemen whose wealth, he 
said, ranged from $17,000 to $70,000. 

The witness said that he made 
weekly reports of places in which 
nandbooks: were in operation and that 
the list was sent to Chief McWeeney 
and Inspector Hunt, but none of the

Brolaski referred to police Inspect- 
or John Wheeler as being responsible 
for the protection of gambling in 
Chinatown.

On the First Day’s Ruz.

at 55.2, which says in the road book: 


“Turn sharply to left at cross 
roads.”

French Scholar Says She Was 
Virtuous Widow Who Con- 
ducted School for Girls. 


Paris, November 18.—(Special.)—The 
reputation of the classic poetess Sappho 
may now be considered as good as new. 
Instead of being a woman of improper 
ideas amd morals she was a talented 
and virtuous widow who kept a board- 
ing schoo] for girls in Mytilene about 
580 B. C., incidentally writing impas- 
sioned verses Ly way of culture. Thus 
at least, averred Salamon Reinach the 
noted archeologist, before the Academy 
of Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres. 
Prof. Reinach established his thesis 

means of fifty hitherto unknown 
verses alleged to have been written 
by the famous daughter of antiquits 
and found in an Egyptian sarcophagus. 
From the tes. tne archaeologist be- 
lieves he has proved that Sappho was 
an honest mother of a family and tha‘ 
she was widowed at an early age. 

The calumnious stories afterward 
circulated about her, the professor 
thinks were due to jealousy. The 
story of Sappho’s unrequited love for 
Phoan, a young fellow citizen, and her 
consequent plunge into the sea, pro-- 
fessor Reinach consider a pure table.

A Hint to N. Y. Interborough. 

A hint to the New York Inter- 
borough—which needs the hint sadly 
-comes in the report from the Ameri- 
can consul in London of the efforts be- 
ing made to purify the impure and 
stifling air of the “tube” by pumping 
daily 80,900,000 cubic feet of ozonized 
air through its tunnels. This, it is es 
timated, will give 900 cubic feet of air 
per person per hour, which is 690 feet 
in excess of the ordinary allowance 
per person in buildings. Plants are 
to be erected at each station. Only 
one is as yet in use.

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Aviation in War. 


(H. H, Windsor in the November Popu- 
lar Mechanics Magazine.) 


When the submarine became a mili- 
tary success, a thrill of horror pased 
around the world, for it seemed as 
though no floating craft could possibly 
protect itself against this unseen foe 
of the deep. While there yet remain 
great possibilities for effective work 
with submarines, they are no longer 
feared as they were at first. Although 
it is too early to claim a paraliel in 
the case of the aeroplane in war, it is 
coming to be generally conceded that 
the dirigible as a military arm, is rap- 
idly losing its terrors, though for a 
year all England shuddered every time 
it looked into the sky and dreamed of 
a German invasion. The waning repu- 
tation of.the dirigible airship is em- 
phasized y the destruction of the 
military air craft built by the British 
government. Its construction Was pur- 
posely delayed in otder to take advan- 
tage of the experiments and exper'- 
ences of other countries, and built at a 
cost of $400,000, this mammoth of the 
air—for it was 512 feet long—repre- 
sented what seemed to be the best in 
a military airship. Yet it collapsed 
in a %9-mile breeze as it was being 
taken out of its hangar for a trial. 

A great airship such as Count Zep- 
pelin has been operating the past sum- 
mer is a wonderful creation. As it 
comes up through a valley with moun- 
tain peaks on either side it moves to- 
ward one with an approach like a cloud 
driven before a gale. Then as it passes 
overhead the sound of its propellers 
and the trail of smoke from its engines 
take it out of the realm of the unnat- 
ural; but there js left a feeling almost 
of ‘awe. Not one of the assembled 
thousands seemed prompted to cheer: 
few spoke to their companions, The 
multitude were silent. Notwithstanda- 
ing all this, there is left in the mind 
of the observer the positive impression 
of the frailty of the device and its in 
ability to cope with storm or the vaiue 
of its service as a war machine. TT: 
dirigible, at present, must have enovor- 
mous‘™bulk to afford any considerablk 
lifting power; and bulk spells the to} 
of the winds. Even birds seek shelter 
from an approaching storm. 

The aeroplane has made some good 
records this year, and the long dis- 
tance flights have been greatly length- 
ened, yet so far 1 fail to recognize any 
specific performance by any aviator, 
which in time of war would have stood 
between victory and defeat. As an 
aerial scout the aeroplane will doubt- 
less find a place for itself, but as a 
fighting machine—wel!, nobody seemis 
anxious to fire. the first big gun, for 
the recoil and vacuum of its own dis- 
charge are things to consider. Can it 
be possible all our pictures of aerial 
warfare are only dreams, and that th: 
aeroplane will settle down to a dis- 
gracefully safe and prosaic vebhicie, 
used chiefly on farms to fetch the doc- 
tor, or some repair part for a broken 
reaper? 

However, the French, with 200 mili- 
tary aeroplanes on ‘hand and 120 budd- 
ing, are extremely sanguine. Genera! 
Chomer declares that the flying ma- 
chine is “the most marvelous engine 
of war we have yet discovered.’ Gen- 
eral Bonneau characterizes it as “an 
eye that makes no mistakes, that looks 
down on the enemy and permits one to 
see all that is passing in his lime; 
while Colonel Bernard says, “Two Dat- 
teries with an aeroplane are five times 
as formidable as three batteries with- 
out an aeroplane.” ‘

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FIRMER. TONE SHOWN . 
IN COTT ON SEED OIL 


New York, November 18.—/(Special.) 
While cotton oil prices have not been 
subjected to any material change dur- 
ing the past week, the market devel- 
oped a firmer tone, and “the drift of 
Values was slightly upward, Trading 
in the aggregate was comparatively 
light, and mostiy represented the in 
and out transactions of professional 
operators, The uncertain outlook has 
prevented any pronounced price move- 
ments, and the trade has shewn a dis- 
position to operate cautiously and 
await future developments. The con- 
tinvance of smail spot stocks has kept 
immediate deiiveries very firm, and 
unaer the absence of important newe 
the general market has followed in 
the wake of spot oil prices, Tenders 
against November contracts to date are 
approximately 15,000 barreis, and it is 
estimatea that some 12,000 barrels are 
yet to be delivered, <All the new oil is 
passing readily into consuming chan- 
neis, and the market so far this sea- 
#0on has never felt the pressure of 
surplus stocks. 

All reports from the south are to 
the effect that plenty of oil is headed 
in this direction. The shorts have con- 
soled themselves with the idea that 
sutficient o:1 will reacn here before the 
present month expires, and feel confi- 
dent that the end of November will not 
witness a “squceze,” such as occurred 
in SBeptember and October. On the 
other hand, it is understood that most 
of the oil now en route is consigned 
10 refiners. These interests were buy- 
ers of November during the week, and 
Gclaim they are in need of al) the oil 
which is to be delivered this month. 
This is taken to indicate that there 
will be no resales of| November, but 
it Is generally believed that the out- 
standing short account is considerably 
smaller than that which existed in the 
LWOo previous months. 

The December, January and March 
deliveries furnished most of the week's 
activity; fluctuations, however, were 
véry narrow and professional traders 
were satisfied to scalp fractional prof- 
its. The strength in spot refined and 
erude oll nr ha it easier to work the 

Side of the market than the down 
side, and it was noticed that commis- 
gion houses turned loose a steady vol- 
ime of buying orders whenever the 
market’ displayed a declining tendency. 
Trading, therefore, was not of a char- 
“acter to create much enthusiasm, and 
the market, at best, has been simply 
backing and filling around prevailing 
levels. : 

The domestic demand for 
ing purposes has shown a moderate 
increase. The recent strength in pure 
lard has widened prices between the 
hog and cotton seed products and the 


restricted 


inquiry for lard compound has natur-~- 
ally improved, The packers have con- 
fined most of their oj] transactions to 
actual necessities during the ‘entire 
season and consequently additional 
purchases have been made in both 
erude and refined ofl for compound re- 
quirements. The market for lard 
compound has not advanced under the 
increased demand because a decline 
in the oleo stearine market has facil- 
itated production. At the close, lard 
compound commanded 7 i-4c per 
pound in car lots and pure lard, 
4 1-4c. In lard circles, the feeling is 
a trifle more bullish, although it is 
admitted that the price of corn will 
be the dominating influence in future 
lard quotations. The soapmakers have 
not increased their ofl commitments 
to any appreciable extent. An easier 
feeling in tallow has tended to make 
buyers cautious, and it is believed 
that the soapkettle is pretty well sup- 
plied with the oi] for the immediate 
future. The margarine and other con- 
suming trades hgeve been continually 
in the market for special grades of 
oll and the aggregate demand. from 
these sources is making itself feli in 
the general market. Butter oi] brought 
46c a gallon and winter yellow oil 
6.60ce per pound. 

The declining tendency of linseed 
oil abréad and the easier feeling man- 
ifested in foreign vegetable oils has 
been reflected in the export inquiry 
for cotton oil and business for the 
week has been small. The movement 
against old contracts, however, is sat- 
isfactory end foreign shipments from 
this port amounted to 11,029 Darrels. 
Rotterdam's consignments amounted 
to 3,118 barrels. Among the late ar- 
rivals were 600 casks of cocoanut oil 
from Colombo; 700 barrels of 
oil foots from Trieste and Leghorn, 
and 600 casks of palm Kernel oil from 
Hamburg. The expert movement cf 
oleo oil has shown a falling off. The 
week's shipments amounted to 1,580 
tierces of which Rotterdam took 1.230, 
Daily cable advices from Marseilles 
noted easier markets for sesame. pea- 
nut and copra olls. Refined cotton 
oil closed at Hull at 258. 7 1-2d. and 
crude cotton oil at 248. 10 1-2d. per 
cwts. 

The local market for crude cotton 
oil has been firmly sustained through- 
out the entire week. The freer move- 
ment of seed which has materialized 
with the advence of the season has 
as yet had no demoralizing influence 
on crude oil prices, In fact, crude 
oil ‘quotations at present are from 2c 
to 3c per gallon higher than the low 
points of the season. The mills show 
no particular anxiety to offer future 
deliveries and trade has been largely 
to immediate shipment 3, 
Prices have extended from 33c to 34e 
a gallon, according to location and 
seller.

AIM OF Y. W.C. A. ORGANIZATION 


By Daisy Eckert, 

The y. W. C. A. of Atlanta is making 
a particular study of methods that will 
increase the effectiveness of the asso- 
ciation in helping industrial workers. 
It is promoting the development af 
successful methods throvghout_ the 
city by means of conferences with the 
leading men and organizations, by the 
earnest efforts of its secretaries, and 
its various departments of work. 

The field of work-~covers factories, 
laundries, telephone offices, stores, res- 
taurants and every other phase of work 
where young women are emplofved. 

The rooms in the Steiner-Emery 
building, which are being temporarily 
occupied until the new building can be 
erected, are equipped and being daily 
improved with the idea of helpfulness 


rest and a time and place for self- 
improvement. A gymnasium, reading 
room, rest room, dining room and class 
rooms are provided, to: which the girls 
may have access at any time. The 
secretaries and committees are eager 
for opportunities to know the giris in 
industry, and to work with them. In- 
somuch that every noon hour finds 
some one of thes faithful workers, in 
factory, office and store, getting ac- 
quainted with the young women and 
Planning a little recreation that will 
break the long hours of toil. These 
little noonday meetings are planned at 
the desire of the girls themselves, from ' 
whom a committee is selected for the 
purpose, and they vary in nature, being 
of a practical, religious, cultured or 
purely entertaining kind.

STATE LABOR LAW | 
WILL BE TESTED. 
Attorney General Will Attend 


United States Court at 
Savannah Tuesday. 


Attorney General Felder will ha 


present in the United States court at 
Savannah next Tuesday to represent 
the state in a case involving the va- 
lidity of Georgia's labor contract law.

The Quest of the Silver Fleece. A 
novel by W. EK. Burghardt DuBois, au- 
thor of “The Souls of Black Folks,” 
ete. (Published by A. C. McClurg & Co., 
(‘thiecago. Price, $1.35.) 

This story of

scene is 'n the cotton belt, as far north 
Washington. The Novel is on the 
same style as “Unc.e Tom’s Cabin,” 
which created a great sensation at 
the time of the civil war, with a large 
cireulation.

The 
few tlmt go to France from this coun- 
try are educated, and who arouse the 
“ympathies of the people over there. 
France has been called the “Parauise 
of the Negro,’ as there he is treated 
with the equaiity given to white peo- 
Dle; of course with some exceptions. 
The novel is interesting, and it is 
stated the author is one of the leaders 
of the negro race The book does not 
appeal to our people, as its circulation 
will be mostly with the negro race.

Goldsmith’s phrase runs, “Ill fares the land, to hastening ills a 
prey, where wealth accumulates and men decay.” It might accu- 
rately and scientifically be paraphrased to read, “Ill fares the land, 
to hastening ills a prey, where wealth and science and learning and 
democracy accumulate, and -the children decay!" No nation is 
stronger than its rising generation, and if it be not guarded against 
decadence, then we might as well give over all dreams of greatness, 
forsake all other essays at conservation. 


It is becoming increasingly apparent that medical inspection in 
schools is a national issue. The practice has worked almost mira- 
cles in the city schools, wherever established and conscientiously 
followed. In Atlanta, for instance, it has been the means of “smok- 
ing out’’ detective children, correcting their defects and giving them 
that unhandicapped life-start that is indispensable not only to in- 
dividual success and happiness, but to a decent citizenship. 

The Constitution has long pleaded that the system be extended 
to the country schools of Georgia. If the legislature wrt] not pursue 
its plain duty and make adequate provision, it should be the first 
business of the counties themselves to inaugurate systematic in- 
spection at their own expense. 7

Why 
is he not able to supply his own food” 
is the question he presents fer solu 
tion, and the reason ascertained, the 
problem then arises what shall be 
done with him in order that he may 
be permanently placea in a position 
where he can take care of himself? 


Dangers to Be Avoided. 


“If the main problem be overlooked 
and you gratuitously feed him, and d@ 
nothing more, he will not only be just 
as hungry in a half dozen hours, but 
he will be worse off than he was be- 
fore. He has then passed through the 
experience of cbtaining something for 
nothing: he has had one of the lowest 
and most dangerous instincts of his 
nature appealed to; he has been de- 
graded; he has been just that. far 
pauperized. But if you put a few 
careful questions to him when he ap- 
plies to you to appease his hunger 
you may find that he is hungry be- 
cause he is out of a job. If then you 
find him one, in the meantime provid- 
ing for the meal he needs by an order 
on a restaurant, the value of which 
order you tell him you expect him to 
repay you when he is able to doso, vou 
have done for him an immeasurable 
service. You have given him a chance: 
you have appealed qirectly to his self- 
respect; you have perhaps saved him 
from a life of degradation. 

“John Smith, as here referred to. 
presents the simplest type of case to 
be dealt with by an Associated Chari- 
ties. The majority of cases present 
many complications, Tequiring large 
expenditure of time and patience. be- 
fore complete relief is achieved. 

“Always the work of the association 
revolves aroung the centra! problem. 
how to relieve each case with the least 
possible amount of money and with 
the least possible risk of pauperiza- 
tion. Just as the physician tries to 
restore his patient with the least pos- 
sible amount of medicine.

Yet the tax figures show that New 
York’s tax rate is not so very high, 
compared with that of other § first 
class cities. 

For example the tax rate in New 
York is 1.85, in Baltimore it is 2.15, 
in Cincinnati 2.99, in Detroit 1.83, in 
Newark, N. J., 1.73, in Chicago 4.61, 
in Philadelphia 1.50 and in St. Louis 
2.32. 

In’ justice to Chicago, it should be 
said that the assessment rate is very 
low in that city, only 33 per cent of 


the real value, so the tax rate of that 
city for purposes of comparison should, 
be only 1.52 per cent. 

When it is taken into consideration ; 
the many things New York gets for’ 
her money, it would appear that her 
city government compares rather fa- 
vorably in honesty and efficiency with 
that of other American cities.

There are good waiters and bad ones, 
and we try to Keep the bad ones out.” 

“Is it true that waiters do not live 
long on account of making constant 
trips from hot kitchens to cold dining 
rooms?”

Astor Getting Poorert. 


John Jacob Astor is worth less in 
pergonal property now than he was 
before he married the second time, 
judging from the affidavit he recent- 
ly made at the tax department in New 
York in» having his assessment for 
1912 reduéed. 

This year and for several years back 
the personal property assessment 
against Mr. Astor has remained at 
$400,000, and he has paid taxes on 
that amount. In making up the 
books for this year the tax board, fol- 
lowing a general. plan resulting from 
the new law taxing unregistered se- 
curities of certain sorts, raised “the 
ante” on Mr. Astor to $800,000, and 
thereby,.as it proved, lost money for 
the city. 

Mr. Astor visited the department 
Wednesday and told President Law- 
son Purdy that his personal holdings 
were not worth more than $350,000. He 
made affidavit to this effect. The 
amount is composed almost entirely, 
it is understood, of money in the bank, 
the greater part of Mr. Astor's for- 
tune being in real *state and mort- 
gages and not in personal property. 

In accordance with the affidavt the 
assessment: against Mr. Astor will be 
reduced and he will be taxeg on $59,- 
000 less than this year.

Louisiana Rich. 

“Louisiana, in my opinion, is the 
richest section of the south,” said Gar- 
nault Agassiz, of New Orleans. “Thom- 
as Jefferson was criticised by the peo- 
ple of every part of this country when 
he approved the Lowisiana purchase, 
but the injustice of that criticism is 
shown by a casual computation of the 
value of that vast territory now, and 
at the time when the sale Was con- 
summated for $15,000,000. 

“It is impossible to estimate the 
value of the territory ceded by France. 
It runs into billions of dollars. In 
Louisiana today 350 or 400 men are pro- 
ducing half of the world’s commercial 
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sulphur supply; the other half is pro- 
duced in the Sicilian Italian govern- 
ment mines. The Italian government 
employs 21,000 men in this work, while 
Louisiana employs not more than 400. 

“In rock salt Louisiana eventually 
will be the greatest producing section 
in the world, according to eminent 
geologists. There dre 7,000,000 acres 
of alluvial lands in Louisiana, a 
greater territory than fs represented 
in the aggregate area of the famoug 
fens of England, the lowlands of Ho!l- 
lang and Belgium and the entire allu- 
via! delta of the Nile.

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SOUTH GEORGIA CONFERENCE 
MEETS AT BAINBRIDGE ON 29TH

Bainbridge, the progressive metrop- 
Oolis of extreme southwestern Georgia, 
is to be host to the forty-fifth annual 
session of the South Georgia confer- 
ence, which is to be in session Novem- 
ber 29 to December 5. 

Bishop Henry Clay Morrison, of 
Leesburg, Fla., who will preside at the 
session of the conference this year, 
also presided over this august body 
last year at Columbus. Bishop Mor- 
rison, son of Robert and Mary Ann 
Morrison, was born May 30, 1842, in 
Montgomery county, Tennessee, and 
spent his boyhood days on a farm, He 
was a teacher in early young manhood. 
In 1863, at the age of 21, he was 
licensed to preach and joined the 
Louisville conference in 1865, tn which 
conference he serveg several pastor- 
ates, among which were Shelby Street, 
Broadway and Chestnut Street, in 
Louisville. ss 

In 1885 he transferred to the North 
Georgia conference and was stationed 
at First church at Atlanta in 1886-9, 
during which period he numbered the 
lamented Henry W, Grady and other 
distinguished Georgians among his 
personal friends and admirers. At 
the general conference which con- 
vened in St. Louis in 1890 Dr. Morrison 
was elected missionary secretary, in 
which capacity he rendered most effi- 
cient service until 1898, when he was 
honored with the office of the episco- 
pacy. 

Bainbridge, where the conference ts 
to convene this year, is one of the 
most thrifty and progressive little 
cities in south Georgia. In 1825 De- 
catur county was laid off from Early 
ang was named in honor of Commo- 
dore Stephen Decatur, of Maryland, 
who had done valiant service in the 
war with the Barbary powers and the 
war of 1812. 

Decatur county in size is about 30x40 
miles and contains upwarg of three- 
quarters of a million of acres of land, 
practically all of which ig available 
for agricultural purposes and some of 
which is in a very high state of culti- 
vation. The Chattahoochee river is 
the western boundary, while the Flint 
river flows through the center of the 
county. Both these streams are navi- 
gable for the larger boats, thus afford- 
ing Bainbridge and Decatur county 
excellent communication with the Gulf 
of Mexico and the Panama canal. The 
Callahan line of steamers navigate the 
year round the waterg of the Flint 
river between Bainbridge and the Gulf 
of Mexico and connect at Apalachicola 
with the Tarpon line from Mobile, 
New Orleans and points on the Missis- 
sippi river. The Thronatuska Navi- 
gation Company also operates steam- 
ers on the Flint river and does much 
local »Susiness. Bainbridge likewise 
has excellent railroad facilities, being 
located on the main line of the Atlan- 
tic Coast Line between Savannah and 
Jacksonville ang Montgomery; and on 
the Georgia. Florida and Alabama 
railroag between Carabelle, Fla., and 
Columbus. The shops and genera) 
offices of this latter system are lo- 
cated in Bainbridge. Located in a 
rich agricultura!] section and with fine 
rail ang waterway facilities and a 
progressive and cultured citizenry, it 
is not to be wondered that Bainbridge 
has made wonderful strides of prog- 
ress in recent years. 

The First Methodist Church. 

Just when Methodism had its con- 
ception in Bainbridge is not positively 
known, but it was doubtless in the 
early history of the town, for 
wherever a pioneer has gone in 
America hard on his trail has come 
the itinerant Methodist preacher. The 
Methodist congregation in Bainbridge 
has had five-church buildings. The 
first hbhuilding was converted into a 
parsonage, the second and third struc-

Rev. C, T. Clarke, the pastor of the 
Methodist church in Bainbridge, and 
the host of the conference, is a minis- 
ter of strong pulpit ability and is very 
much beloved by the members of his 
conference. He entered the conference 
in 1887, and has done twenty-four 
years of. efficient service, having filled 
pastorates in Fort Gaines, Lumpkin 
and elsewhere. It was under the pow- 
er of this godly man's ministry in a 
revival in Sandersville in 1906 that the 
writer felt his’ call to the itinerant 
ministry.

Rev. Mr, Clarke and his entertain- 
ment committee are sparing no pains 
in making elaborate preparations to 
mete large-hearted hospitality with an 
unstinted hand when the conference 
convenes on the 29th instant.

Chicago, November 18.—(Special.)— 
S.nator Duncan U. Fletcher, of Flori- 
da, who is in Chicago attending the 
Lorimer investigation, is an enthusi- 
astic believer in the south and its fu- 
ture.

He drinks hard and as often 
as the opportunity affords. One wonders how he finds time or place to read. 
But read he does. You are as apt to find him in a box car or the police bar- 
racks as in some public art gallery. Invariably he surprises you with his 
learning. Shakespeare is his hobby. He knows whole plays by heart. He 
has his own theory about Hamlet, and if you let him, he will bore you to 
death in its. telling.

“Washington, always on the alert for 
good real estate propositions, realized 
that the territory in that section of 
the country would some day be valua- 
ble.

copy Washington, D. C. Streets were 
laid out in regular squares and verti- 
cal cross streets made.

GA. COLONIAL RECORDS.

To the Club Women of Georgia: In 
assuming the office of president of 
the Georgia Federation of Woman's 
elubs, to -which I was called by- the 
kind and unanimous voice of the dele- 
gates at the recent annual conven- 
tion, I desire, first of all, to express 
my sincere gratitude for the -honor 
done me and the confidence reposed 
in me by my esteemed and beloved 
associates in woman's work in Georgia.

KINDERGARTEN REPORT. 


To the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
an’s Clubs: Your Kindergarten com- 
mittee beg leave to present. the follow- 
ing tabulateq report of the kinder- 
garten schools of the state, so far as 
we have been able to secure the sta- 
tistics. 

There has been no increase in the 
number of ‘towns or cities where the 
kindergartens have been § introduced 
into the public schools, Augusta, 
Athens and Columbus being the only 
places in the state where the kinder- 
gartens are a partwef the school sys- 
tein, but there is a marked interest 
being shown in the work everywhere. 

We are glad to report the continued 
success of the schools conducied by 
the Gate City Free Kindergarten As- 
sociation of Atlanta for the negro 
children. The negro women at the 
head of this work report aS Many as 
400 children coming together on festi- 
val occasions, the daily enrollment 
oecing 2235. The money to conduct 
these schools is collected by volun- 
tury subscriptions. 

There are kindergarten schools in 
Athens, Atlanta, Augusta, College 
Park, Columbus, Dalton, Decatur, La- 
Grange, Macon, Porterdale, Sanders- 
ville, Savannah, Union Point, Valdosta

and West Point. In Macon the entire 
expenses of two schools with an en- 
rollment of 48 pupils and four teach- 
ers are met by Mr. ang Mrs. T. C. 
Parker. 

The cotton mill companies of .La- 
Grange, Atlanta, Porterdale, Macon, 
Dalton, Columbus and West Point con- 
tinue to support schools for the bene- 
fit of their operatives. j 

The co-operation of the mothers and 
their eager interest in the meetirgs 
conducted monthly by the teachers en- 
courages those familiar with the work 
to believe that a vital influence is be- 
ing exerted over the homes from 
which the children come. 

In this day of social unrest, when 
the bitter wargare exists between la- 
bor and capital, the kindergarten 
teacher bears aloft the torch of peace 
and her lessons of brotherly love and 
kindness have done a great deal to 
break down the wall of prejudice and 
class distinction. 

There are normal schools being con- 
ducted for those desiring to learn this 
system by Miss Willette Allen, of At- 
lanta: the Kate Baldwin Free Kinder- 
Sarten Association, of Savannah, Miss 
Hortense Orcutt, principal; the Co- 
lumbus Free Kindergarten Associa- 
tion, Miss Edwina Wood, principal; 
Atlanta university (colored), Miss 
Ware, principal kindergarten depart- 
ment. 

Your committee begs that every 
member of the Georgia Federation of 
Woman’s Clubs will unite in a great 
effort to secure the establishment of 
more schools and to have them con- 
ducted as the first grade work of the 
public school system of Georgia.

REPORT OF THE 
HEALTH COMMITTEE

Our multiplicity of departments 
and their ramifications reaching out 
in endless directions, compassing mué# 
nicipal, state and national interests, 
makes a selection seem difficult, and 
yet from this tangle two things stand 
out clearly in my mind as of para- 
mount importance, 


Health and Education. 


These are the two basic principles 
upon which progress and happiness 
depend. They are vital, fundamental 
and they affect every man, woman 
and child. Given health as a founda- 
tion and education as a superstruc- 
ture, all else is easy of attainment. 
Art, literature and social conditions 
will find their proper status in every 
community. 

The more intimately one 
conditions, even in small cities, the 
more convinced is one of the impor- 
tance of health on the body politic. 
I should like to see every club, how- 
ever small, have a pwblic health com- 
mittee, and the concentrated power of 
this federation brought to bear on 
these two problems. 

The health department of the Fed- 
eration has been alert in seeking to 
protect and educate children along hy- 
gienic lines. 

On the day set aside by Governor 
Brown as health day, we arranged a 
program of subjects te interest them, 
and had many  Instructive' slides 
shown, all pertaining to health and 
cleanliness, while they listened to in- 
formal talks on the subject. 

Great interest was manifested in a 
series of health talks which we ar- 
ranged, together with the Fulton 
County Medical Association. After 
the second one of these talks we had 
to secure a larger auditorium to ac- 
commodate the crowd. Professional 
men, as well as some of our club 
women, addressed these meetings, and 
discussion followed by people in the 
audience. Many of the clubs through- 
out the state report successful health 
day exercises. Most of the towns 
from which an answer came to my re- 
aquest for a report of the work they 
have done, report having a cleaning 
up day. One enterprising town had 
a cleaning up week. In one town the 
club had the court house and jail 
cleaned and disinfected. Some of the 
clubs report their initiative in having 
markets screened and @eaned. All of 
the replies I reeefved showed a se- 
rious persistent effort toward raising 
the general sanitary conditions in 
their locality. 

Our director of public health, Dr. 
Bradley. visited a number of towns in 
the state to address clubs. Word has 
come to me of the value of her pres- 
ence. 

No one departure in civic uplift 
work of recent years has proven of 
such inestimable value as that of med- 
ical examination of the children in 
the schools. It is only within recent 
years that this idea has been put in- 
to practical operation, but its value 
and necessity was immediately con- 
ceded as a marked improvement in 
educational hygiene. The future of 
our country, as well as of our homes, 
lies in the hands of our children The 
children of today are the men and 
women of tomorrow. They have the 
God-given right to a proper start in 
iffe under conditions tnat are as near- 
ly correct as we can provide for them. 
The question of their education is 
broader than the measure of the pres- 
ent. and should be the all-absorhbing 
topic of both public and private inter- 
est. Any self-respecting common- 
wealth should afford the best of ev- 
erything essential to the development

In Atlanta medical 
grafted on to the public school sys-, 
tem through the combined efforts of:

“IT remember so0 well the day Gen- 

eral Tyler was killed. He had given 
my father but a few days before a 
sold headed cane. and a pair of silver 
Mexican spurs. The cane I still have. 
Wilson's raiders were all round us 
they having been under the command 
of Colonel LaGrange. After the bat- 
tle, they fell back, and crowded into 
our yards, and we gave up our Keys. 
I saw a camp of protection was need- 
ed, and I went out among the officers 
and asked: “Js there a West Pointer 
here?” for I had known many gallant 
West Pointers, among them Colone) 
John Berry and Colonel LeRoy Napier 
“Yes,” was the reply, and a young 
lieutenant presented himself. lIasked 
him for a camp of protection for fath- 
er’s home and properties, and he im- 
mediately established one there and 
our home was protected and a guard 
kept there, until the last stragglers 
after the last battle had passed.

Her clear directness of nar- 
ration, her unaffectedness of style and 
her Keen sense of the story interest in 
a commonplace situation, all of which 
qualities helped to hold a kindergar- 
ten group of bright, eager little chil- 
dren under the spell of her story hour, 
gave immediate success to the Bird’s 
Christmas Carol, published in 1888, 
the way for Timothy's 
Quest, The Story of Patsy and A Sum- 
mer in a Canon, which followed in 
quick succession. The books had a 
new and unusual quality which gave 
them a universal appeal; they fairly 
bubbled with Mrs. Wiggin’s unquench- 
able spirit of optimism. The pathos 
of her waifs’ lives was lightened by 
er touches of humor. Her readers 
said: 

“We might have written this book. 
We have seen Mrs, Ruggles, Flossie, 
or the frequenters of Minerva Cwurt 
in our own. experience and in exactly 
similar situations.” ° 

Possibly they had, but it remained 
for Kate Douglas Wiggin to bring out 
the beauty of these ordinary lives. It 
was not that she did not see the sor- 
didness of life. With dramatic power 
she pictures this same Minerva Court 
where Flosste, the drunken caretaker 
of Timothy and little Lady Gay lived, 
but she sees the glint of sunshine that 
trickles down, ¢ven between the tene- 
ments that cnclose this hive of slums 

“There were frowsy, sleepy looking 
women,” she writes, “laughing out of 
their windows, gossiping with their 
equally unkempt and haggard neigh- 
ors; apathetic,men sitting on the 
Joorsteps in their shirt sleeves, smok-

melancholy aceordion (the chosen in- 
strument of poverty and misery) float- 
ed from an upper chamber and added 
its discordant mite to the genera!) 
desolation. The sidewalks had appar- 
ently, never Known the touch of a 
broom and the middle of the street 
ooked more like an elongated junk 
heap than anything else.” 


A Vivid Pieture. 


It is a vivid picture, but it has 4 
riumphant finish.

Her books, the demand of the public

400 is added to it. 

The gifts of Methodists for regular 
work of their own foreign board were 
last year $1,072,997. as compared with 
$1.156,794 the previous vear. Special 
sifts increased from $520,000 to $438,- 
900, and so made the total for the

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GEORGIA BAPTISTS TO-CONVENE 
IN ANNUAL SESSION AT ROME 


Progress Made During the 


Past Year Will Make the. 
Convention One of Most | 


Important Ever Held in 
the State. 


By H, R. Bernard, D. D. 

The Georgia Bapt'st convention will 
convene in Rome, Gal, on Tuesday, No- 
vember’ 21, 19113, at 10 o'clock, a. m. 
This session will be the nineteenth of 
its history, and owing to the progress 
of the denomination in Georgia the 
activities of the various branches of 
the work co-ordinated under the gen- 
eral supervision of the convention, and 
a number of movements to be consid- 
ered, this promises to be one 
most notable occasions of Baptist ae 
nominational work in Georgia 
many years. 

In view or these facts, 
be amiss t.at a brief account of the 
organization of the convention, its 
place in Baptist polity, and a reference 
to the progress of the denomination 
in the stafe be given at this time. I 
hope that such a statement will be oft 
interest to many; not only to Baptists, 
but even to all who, having no church 
affiliation and no denominational pref- 
erences, are still interested in the re- 
sult of all organized: efforts di ected 
towhrd the advancing of civi ization 
and the betterment of the citizenship 
of our land, 

The convention 
memberships and 
posed of “‘messengers’”’ 
associations and other 
by the provtsions of 
for the forwarding of the various 
pranches of Baptist endeavor. It 
not a law-making body; it is not en- 
dowed with mandatory and punitive 
power over the churches and associa- 
power over th echurches and associa- 
tions is only advisory. It exploits its 
views on education, missions and other 
benevolences, and insofar as such views 
commend themselves to the churches, 
the churches are expected to co-oper- 
ate and assist, through contributions 
of funds and otherwise, in giving sup- 
port and sustenance to all measures 
agreed upon. 

At the coming meeting it is probable 
that the question of education will be 
siven a large place in the deliberations 
of the convention. Baptists have a 
notable place in the history of educa- 
tion in Georgia, and the denomina- 
tion’s record in the promotion of Tre- 
ligious liberty is worthy of continued 
reference and remembrance. The de- 
nomination has always stoud for sepa- 
ration of church and state. That gieat 
man and great Baptist, Jesse Mercer, 
foremost during his time in the educa- 
tional advancement of Georgia and his 
denomination, wrote tne article on re- 
ligious liberty now embodied in the 
constitution of this state, while he was 
a member of the legislature.
